EXPLANATORY. 

The  Philadelphia  block  system  of  house  numbering  is  the  one  in 
vogue  here.  First  Street  if  the  east  and  west  base  line,  and  all  streets 
running  west  from  First  Street  are  known  as  West  Idaho,  West  Ban- 
nock, etc..  I002  West  Bannock  is  ten  blocks  west  of  First  Street;  Main 
Street  is  the  north  and  south  base  line,  and  all  north  and  south  streets 
number  both  ways  from  Main  Street.  510  North  9th  is  five  blocks 
north  of  Main  Street.  510  South  Ninth  is  five  blocks  south  of  Main 
Street.  Persons  living,  for  example,  on  12th  Street  north  of  Main, 
must  prefi.x  the  letter  N.  as  1020  N  12th  and  the  letter  S,  if  living  south 
"f  Main  Street.
